D. Frizzell was the first te 
open up a hardware store here, sell 
ing shelf and heavy hardware, Mrs 
Frizzel moved her stock here from 
Rimby, Alt.., later selling her busi- 
ness to H. Phillips, of Lomond, Eric 
Shore of Milo is the present manager 

L. E. Durston was the first anc 
only garage to open here, Mr. Durs- 
ton first opened in a smaller building 
but soon found business condition 
forced him to build a larger place 
He now has one of the most con- 
vient and modern gar ge buildings in 
this part of the province, 

The Queenstown Hotel was moved 
from Cluny to this point. We e.n 
only say it is one of the nicest hotels 
to be found in any small town in Al- 
berta. It was bvilt by Ole Nelson, a 
well known farmer of this district, and 
later leased to J. Lowden, formerly 
of Clyde, Alberta.

Mr. A. Bright, of Ranchville, Alta., 
was Queenstown’s first postmaster 
But owing to ill health resigned and 
the position was taken over by J 
Lawther, general merchant. 

Tom Vickers opened the first con- 
fectionary store st this point and lat- 
er retired, moving to Vancouver to! 
live. 

Wong Yen Lan, formerly of China 
was the first and present laundryman 
opening a business whereby our! 
young men could have their collars 
w shed for their Sunday calls. 

John Marasek opened the first 
butcher shop here. It was temporar 
ily opened by Matt Singleton and lat- 
er taken over by Mr. Marasek. Johr 
is still in the business and we stil)

to start a local orchestra, Being ar 
experienced musician rendering ser- 
vice throughout our bordering States 
Hey orchestra is a decided success. 
Aurthor Soli is her permoment saxo- 
phonist and Frank Durston her tem. 
porary drummer, Mrs. Asselstin« 
also teaches music lessons on the 
piano, 

The Queenstown school was move¢ 
in the fall 1925 onto its present lo- 
cation. Miss Scorgie of, Lacombe 
hewing the honor of being the first 
teacher. This summer the school 
hiad an addition built on and was all 
newly decorated and remodelled, It 
is modern in every sense of the word 
having 4 good basement, a well in the 
basement, new furnace and furnished 
throughout with new furniture, Mr 
Fred Milligon, acting principal, and 
Miss Bishop, teacher. The school has 
a large play-ground and all newly 
fenced, so the district is well pre- 
pared to educate the coming genera-

It is the only bank be- 
tween Arrowood and Lomond and is 
centrally located so as to save the 
farmers of the surrounding district 
going elsewhere to handle the so call- 
ed “coin.”
